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PLAYERS  COMMENT 


Terry  Byrne 


Let  me  first  say  how  grateful  I  am  to 
supporters  and  players  alike  for  making  me 
feel  welcome  in  the  short  time  I  have  been 
here  in  Canberra.  I  think  I  speak  for  all  the 
players  when  I  say  'thank  you'  to  every¬ 
body  who  turned  out  last  Sunday  to  make 
our  first  game  of  1978  a  memorable  one. 

If  anybody  would  have  told  me  this 
time  last  year  that  I  would  be  running  out 
on  to  the  pitch  of  the  magnificent  Bruce 
Stadium  in  front  of  6000  people,  I  would 
not  have  believed  them. 

To  compare  this  standard  of  football 
with  the  standard  I  was  playing  in  the  UK 
just  before  I  left  is  impossible  as  the  stan¬ 
dard  is  higher  over  here.  The  game  last  Sun¬ 
day  in  my  opinion  against  West  Adelaide 
was  satisfactory,  considering  we  lost  Brian 
Stoddart  in  the  31st  minute.  I  do  not  wish 
to  comment  any  further  about  the  incident, 
but  like  it  or  not,  the  referee  is  solely  in 
charge  of  the  game  and  his  decisipn  is  final. 

I  am  sure  Brian  is  professional  enough  to 
see  it  from  the  referee's  point  of  view. 

To  get  back  to  the  game,  I  think  West 
Adelaide  had  more  of  the  play  than  we  did 
in  the  first  15  minutes,  after  which  we 
settled  down  and  played  more  fluent  foot¬ 
ball.  This  I  think  came  about  after  we 
realised  that  they  were  taking  a  grip  on  the 
game.  After  this  both  sides  went  close  to 
scoring  on  a  couple  of  occasions.  The  first 
good  chance  came  for  a  West  Adelaide 
striker  but  his  long  range  shot  was  well 
saved  by  Ron. 

We  had  a  few  chances.  A  Johnny  Davies 
volley  from  just  outside  the  18  yard  box 
and  under  the  pressure  he  did  well  to  get 
his  shot  in.  Just  after  this  I  had  a  clear 


chance  to  open  the  scoring  but  was  unable 
to  test  the  keeper  putting  the  ball  just 
inches  over  the  bar.  As  I  have  already 
mentioned  soon  after  this  came  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  incident  with  Brian  which  left  us 
with  only  ten  men.  We  adapted  well  push¬ 
ing  Ivan  up  front.  The  second  half  we 
started  well  with  narrow  misses  from  Ivan 
and  Jimmy  Cant,  until  midway  through  the 
half  when  the  West  Adelaide  Centre  for¬ 
ward  seized  half  a  chance  and  took  his  goal 
well,  making  our  10  men  task  that  little  bit 
more  difficult.  From  then  on  West  Adelaide 
dropped  more  players  deeper  into  their 
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most  of  the  game  with  ten  men  we  did  well 
but  we  are  hoping  for  two  points  today. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  seeing  you  all 
at  today's  game  and  the  rest  of  the 
matches.

FRONT  COVER 

The  front  cover  shows  our  club  captain, 
Tony  Henderson  during  a  friendly  match 
between  Canberra  City  and  Juventus. 

A  10”  x  8"  negative  was  made  from  a 
photograph  taken  during  the  match.  From 
this  large  negative  a  contact  positive  on 
film  was  produced.  The  two  were  sand¬ 
wiched  together  with  a  clear  spacer  in  be¬ 
tween  and  in  close  register.  This  was  placed 
in  contact  with  a  piece  of  photographic 
paper  and  put  into  a  small  contact  printing 
frame.  The  frame  was  placed  on  a  turn¬ 
table  and  exposed  to  a  light  placed  at  a  low 
angle  to  the  rotating  frame.  The  light 
'leaking'  around  the  edges  of  the  various 
images  caused  a  line  to  be  formed  around 
each  light  and  dark  area.  After  additional 
hand  work  the  cover  picture  was  com¬ 
pleted.  The  design,  photography  and  art¬ 
work,  were  executed  by  Warren  Hudson,  a 
life  member,  who  is  a  scientific  photo¬ 
grapher  at  the  John  Curtin  School  of 
Medical  Research.  Congratulations,  War¬ 
ren,  on  a  fine  and  skilful  job. 


Our  Junior  Club  of  the 
Week  is 

DOWNER  OLYMPICS 


Every  week  one  of  the  junior  soccer 
clubs  of  Canberra  is  our  guest.  Their  hand- 
picked  boys  provide  for  Canberra  City's 
guard  of  honour,  and  they  act  as  ball  boys 
throughout  the  afternoon. 

Our  guests  today  are  the  youngsters  of 
Downer  Olympics  Soccer  Club.  Their 
President,  Mr  Bert  van  Dijk,  has  provided 
us  with  the  following  summary  of  this 
junior  club: 

The  junior  arm  of  the  Club  has  its  origin 
dating  back  to  1969  when  it  was  then 
known  as  the  Downer  United  Soccer  Club. 
That  year  saw  the  Club  field  an  Under  7 
and  an  Under  13  team,  with  the  Under  7's 
finishing  up  Premiers.  The  only  member  of 
that  team  still  playing  today  with  the  Club 
is  Rodney  Lynes,  whose  father,  Eric  Lynes, 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Club. 

The  junior  playing  strength  increased  to 
6  teams  in  1970-71,  then  to  11  teams  in 
1972-73. 

In  1972,  the  Under  9's  became  Minor 
and  Major  Premiers  with  the  Under  12's 
finishing  a  close  second  in  a  very  strong 
competition. 

Sixteen  teams  were  fielded  in  1974  — 
the  year  in  which  the  Club  name  was 
changed  to  Downer  Olympics.  Juniors,  as  a 
result  of  the  junior  body's  amalgamation 
with  one  of  Canberra's  leading  and  oldest 
senior  soccer  clubs,  Olympic. 

Since  its  inception,  the  Club's  playing 
strip  has  been  all  white,  with  the  only 
change  since  then  being  the  replacement  of 
the  Downer  United  badge  bearing  the  Uni¬ 
corn  by  the  now  familiar  Downer  Olym¬ 
pics  badge  featuring  the  olive  branches, 
torch  and  soccer  player. 

Although  the  school  population  in  the 
North  Canberra  area  is  steadily  declining, 
Club  registrations  have  increased  markedly. 
In  1978,  the  Club  will  field  the  equivalent 


of  30  teams  from  Under  7's  to  Under  1 6's. 

The  rapid  increase  in  registrations  and  in 
the  number  of  teams,  has  clearly  placed  a 
greater  demand  for  managers  and  coaches, 
which  in  the  Canberra  area,  seems  to  be  a 
particularly  scarce  resource.  However,  the 
Club  has  been  very  fortunate  with  the  re¬ 
sponse  of  immediate-past  Under  16's  and 
present  Under  15's  and  1 6's  who,  along 
with  a  number  of  parents,  have  offered  to 
assist  in  coaching. 

The  Club's  home  ground  since  1973  has 
been  the  Dickson  Oval.  Earlier  they  played 
at  Watson  Oval,  which  is  still  used  as  a  sup¬ 
plementary  field.  Hopefully,  the  Club  will 
be  able  to  have  all  its  home  grounds  at 
Dickson. 

It  has  always  been  Club  policy  to  accept 
ANY  boy  wishing  to  play  soccer  with 
Downer  Olympics  Juniors,  within  the  regu¬ 
lations  set  down  by  the  JLMC.  Its  objec¬ 
tive  for  the  juniors  is:  Participation  and 
Pleasure  before  Points  and  Premierships.

WORLD  CUP 


Argentinian  World  Cup  officials  expect 
the  World  Cup  Final  to  be  played  in  Buenos 
Aires'  River  Plate  Stadium  on  25  June  to 
be  watched  by  a  television  audience  of 
1 ,000  million  -  more  than  any  other  event 
in  history.  Eighty  four  countries  so  far 
have  indicated  they  would  be  showing  the 
final  live.  Exact  details  of  Australian  tele¬ 
vision  coverage  of  the  World  Cup  matches 
commencing  on  1  June  is  eagerly  awaited. 

On  the  score  of  stadiums  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  numerous  clubs  based  in 
Buenos  Aires  all  have  their  own  stadiums. 
This  applies  to  First  Division  clubs  VELEZ 
SARSFIELD,  RIVER  PLATE,  BOCA 
JUNIORS,  HURACAN,  SAN  LORENZO 
and  INDEPENDIENTE,  which  is  why  no 
new  stadium  was  built  in  Buenos  Aires  for 
the  World  Cup.  Two  of  these  fields  are  to 
be  used  and  have  been  modernised.  The 
two  are  VELEZ  SARSFIELD  and  RIVER 
PLATE. 

Velez  is  the  smaller  field  with  a  capacity 
of  45,000.  A  major  part  of  the  reconstruc¬ 
tion  included  surrounding  the  field  with 
the  dry  moat  that  FIFA  regulations  require 
for  all  World  Cup  Stadiums. 

River  Plate  is  the  tournament's  main 
stadium.  The  opening  game,  the  final  and 
seven  other  games  will  be  played  there,  in¬ 
cluding  all  of  Argentina's  games. 

In  terms  of  wize,  shape  (circular),  con¬ 
tours  (three  gracefully  banked  levels  of 
terraces),  distance  of  spectators  from  the 
playing  area,  and  just  overall  "feel", 
River  Plate  Stadium  is  close  to  perfection. 
Although  a  whole  new  section  of  terracing 
has  been  added,  the  capacity  of  the  stadium 
has  actually  been  reduced  slightly  to 
75,000,  because  of  the  number  of  seats 
will  be  increased  at  the  expense  of  stand¬ 
ing  room. 

Other  stadiums  to  be  used  for  the  three 
other  groups  are  at  MAR  DEL  PLATA, 
ROSARIO  and  MENDOZA. 

In  the  official  symbol  for  the  World 
Cup,  or  MUNDIAL  78,  to  give  it  its  Span¬ 
ish  title,  a  soccer  ball  nestles  between 


stylised  hands  over  the  legend  "Argen¬ 
tina  78".’ 

The  official  mascot  of  the  tournament  is 
MUNDIALITO,  a  cheery  Disneylike  little 
boy,  dressed  in  the  Argentina  national- 
team  colours

Total  income  for  the  series  is  expected 
to  be  around  $30  million  with  $12  million 
coming  from  ticket  sales  and  $10  million 
from  the  radio  and  television  rights.  The 
organising  committee  will  have  expendi¬ 
tures  of  approximately  $9  million,  leaving 
a  profit  of  $21  million  to  be  distributed  be¬ 
tween  FIFA  (10  per  cent),  the  Argentine 
Soccer  Association  (25  per  cent)  and  65 
per  cent  for  the  16  countries  participating 
in  the  finals,  their  shares  being  determined 
by  their  position  in  the  final  championship 
table. 

Actually  the  expenditure  by  the  Argen¬ 
tine  Government  will  be  much  higher  than 
$9  million.  Nearly  $200  million  will  be 
spent  on  permanent  improvements  to 
roads,  railroads,  airports  and  communica¬ 
tions  systems,  though  some  time  will  elapse 
before  these  benefits  reach  the  average 
Argentinian. 

Colour  television  will  be  available  to 
journalists  (nearly  5000)  but  Argentine 
television  will  carry  the  games  only  in 
black  and  white.
